The 
twenty-three 
left the Church 
slreet station yesterday afternoon and 
were taken down lo the station or tho 
harbor squr.rt ill Pier A and put aboard 
a police launch. They had their own 
cook with them and he was permitted 
to purchase rice and chickens before 
Ihe party started for Ellis Island. Tho 
Chinese friends of the mutineers will

them
